THE YOUNG VOTER 


(By Stanley Conquest) 

I hardly think that it dawns very 
clearly upon the politicians at elec- 
tion time as to the value and instruc- 
tion necessary that the young Cana- 
dian citizen’s vote really entails. 


Kriowing from experience or example |, 


that many new voters cast their vote 
to the winds either by the hazard of 
a guess or by not voting at all, I feel 
sure that these young minds can be 
directed in intelligent and rational 
exercise of their voting privilege. 
The old-timer’s vote is a sure-cast 
die and one can estimate almost ex- 


‘actly number ef old voters from el- 


ection to election. But who can tell 
how many hundreds or thousands of 
young people will become new voters 
in the short span of time between el- 
ections, It is to*these young minds 
‘that the politigal and governmental 


aspects of lif se to be ig 
It is imperative that all 1 Cana- 
dians exercise their voting privilege if 


we are to continue to enjoy our demo- 
cratic freedom. The acknowledge- 
mient of our intelligence is the vote, 
We dare not forego this, for we im- 
mediately expose ourselves to a de- 
cline in civilization and betraf our in- 
feriority. Our duty is to vote and 
vote intelligently. 

To vote intelligently one must an- 
alyze one’s motives. 

The fundamentals of politics is the 
first consideration, From these bas- 
ic principles one then scans the gen- 
eralities. The political details are the 
next study, and finally the candidates 
themselves. 

Basic principles of politics are in- 
variably true, for they are the out- 
come of all ‘governments in all times 
past. 

The generalities are open to a lit- 
tle more variation, giving rise to the 
different party governments. It is 
here that the voter has to accord his 
judgment to the issue at stake, But 
when the different groups all endea- 
vor to represent a general form of 
good government the vote for one 
party or another narrows down to the 
detail aspect. 

The details of a party demand the 
keenest discrimination on the part of 
the voter and it is here that the grain 
must be sifted from the chaff. The 
trend of political electioneering is to 
‘tbulldoze” the voter that the respec- 
tive arguments are ‘‘waterproof.” 
However, the voter soon discerns a 
discrepancy when contradicting argu- 
ments are represented as being irre- 
futable. The voter must see beneath 
the flow of words, find out what gen- 
eral principle is being upheld or de- 
feated and vote according to his dia- 
crimination. For example, politica 
economy does not start with ‘‘inter- 
est rates’’ so much as the stability of 
the investment. It is by so analys- 
ing the general principles that the

Warning re 
Cut Worms 


Forecast of a severe and devastat- 
ing outbreak ofthe pale Western cut- 
worm pest next year is made by H. L. 

samans, entomologist in charge of 
the Lethbridge laboratory, of the Do- 
minion department of agriculture. So 
serious is the outlook in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan and so grave the men- 
ace to the prospective crop of next 
year that Mr. Seéamans has issued a 
trenchant warning to the farmers to 
take steps now in order to avoid great 
loss in 1981. 

‘*This-worm’’ he says, ‘‘is one of 
the worst insect pests with which th 
farmers-of Alberta and Saskatchewan! 
have to contend. Its presence in a 
field in the Spring depends entirely 
on the condition of that field dur- 
ing August and early September of 
the previous season. For this reason, 
this warning is issued so that farm- 
ers in these two provinces may pre- 
pare their fields this summer to avoid 
trouble next spring. 

‘*The weather conditions during the 
early spring season of 1930 have been 
such as to practically insure an en- 
ormous increase of the pale western 
cutworms over a large area in both 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. In fact, 
it appears now as though these two 
provinces. would have the most wide- 
spread and devastating outbreak of 
this insect that has ever occurred. 

‘*The outbreak will be most sevvere 
in Alberta from Edmonton south to 
the Lethbridge-Medicine Hat line of 
the. Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
east of the MacLeod-Edmonton line. 
There will undoubtedly be some _ in- 
crease south of Lethbridge and Medi- 
cine Hat and farmers in that area 
will do well to handle their fields ac- 
cordingly. . 

‘(In Saskatchewan, the outbreak 
will probably be -quite general from 
Saskatoon south to the border. The 
most severe damage will probably 
occur in a 100-mile radius of Regina. 
The isolated local outbreak which oc- 
curred in 1980 over the rest of Sas- 
katchewan west of north and 
line through Indian Head and Aber- 
nethy will probably increase in in- | 
tensity and spread in all directions | 
so as to make a general 
with severe conditions 
through it. 

‘“Wherever possible, farmers are 
urged to keep entirely off their fields 
from the first of August until the 
middle of September. Summerfallow 
should be well worked during July so 
that all weed growth is destroyed and 
then left umbouched.

‘*2 Any fields in which the soil 
surface crust.is, broken or disturbed 
from between the first of August and | 
the middle of.

ably sure of to-be infested with out- |¢ 


worms the following spring. If such 
fields are seeded the crop will prob- 
ably be destroyed, 

‘(The only hope of growing crops 
successfully over the outbreak area 
in 1931 if the foregoing recommend- 
ations are not followed, depends en- 
tirely on the Spring. rainfall,. A wet 
season during next May and June 
with frequent heavy rains may _re- 
duce the amount of. damage. When 
the soil is wet the pale western cut- 
worm does not feed as heavily or de- 
stroy as many plants as it does when 
the soil is dry.

A world which had grown weary 
of Charleston marathons and sitting 
atop of flagpoles, of coffee drinking 
tests was only too neady to dismiss 
the announcement, a few days ago, 
of the feat performed by the Hunter 
Brothers of Chicago as just another 
‘*stunt’.

But for 
the work which they do from day to 
day there would be a link gone from 
the chain and, because of that com- 
munication with or from the rest of 

the world would no longer be poss- 
ible. The man on the street, the 
banker, the business man, the states- 
man, the head of the family give lit- 
tle enough thought to the postmas- 
ter’s place in the scheme of worldly.

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CANADA FLOUR BEST 


The high milling quality of Canad- 
ian wheat flour has recently been 
been further proved by the Research 
Department of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners of Canada, as a re- 
sult of a series of exacting tests. 
These tests show that blending of 
from 20 to 60 per cent respectively 
‘of Canadian flours with weaker flours 
giown in other countries give bread 
varying from 1 1-2 to 43 per cent 
more cubical content than the coun- 
try’s domestic flour will produce. 
The langest loaf made during the 
tests was made from All Canadian 
flour. Samples of Russian, French, 
Australian, German, Danubian, Ar- 
gentine and other wheats were used 
in the tests. Flour was milled from 
the samples obtained and loaves made 
tfrom the flour and the results care- 
fully noted. The addition of 20 per 
|} cent. Canadian flour with the un- 
blended flour from the wheat of each 
country was then added and the size 
of the loaf was increascd from 1 1-2 
per cent. in the Russian to 25 per
